perior after the father had fired 
a pistol at him. There she though 
he would be safe. When the boy set 
out down the road, Repke follow- 
ed with a suit case. Mrs. Repke 
followed her husband and when 
they reached a main highway, 
Repke turned on her and drew a 
gun from the suitcase. The wife 
snatched the gun and threw it into 
the woods. Silently she grappled 
with him. A passing car did not 
stop. Suddenly Repke slumped, call- 
ing out that he was dying. She 
would not believe him. But as he 
collapsed she caught him m her 
arms and heard him whisper for 
forgiveness.

position to retrenchment is politi- 
cally stronger than the opposition 
;o any tax,' however disagreeable. 
To reduce expenditures on the scale 
demanded by the Democratic plat- 
form and by Mr. Roosevelt in his 
campaign speeches involves an at? 
tack upon Federal funds earmarked 
for large bodies of voters, particu- 
larly for the ex-soldiers. If there is 
any alternative to such politically 
dangerous measures, the chances 
are that Congress will take it; as 
Between organized minorities and 
he unorganized bodies of general 
taxpayers, the ordinary politician 
will listen to the organized minori- 
ies.

If, however, the reports mean that 


Mr. Roosevelt is unalterably coin- 
nitted against the sales tax, then he 
las created a very difficult situa- 
tion for himself. Unfortunately, the 
position of the Federal finances is 
such that the next Administration 
cannot choose between new taxes 
and economies. It must have both. 
The budget cannot be brought into 
jalance ~ without cutting expend- 
tures by many hundreds of mil- 
ion of dollars and by finding many 
lundreds of dollars of new revenue. 
That being the fact, Mr. Roosevelt is 
certainly not making'it easier for 
limself by opposing the sales tax 
He is going to need - large new 
revenues. He is going to need them 
this spring 'if he is to carry out his 
promises .and if he is not to run 
leavy deficitsJn the fiscal year be- 
ginning next July. Where is he go- 
ng to find the money quickly? - 


* 6 e 


The money has to come, of course, 


in one way or another out of-the 
pockets of the people. There are in 
principle two ways of obtaining this 
money: one way is to tax incomes 
in proportion to their size; the other 
is to tax the expenditures of the 
people. Now there can be no ques- 
tion whatever that the method of 
raising money by taxing incomes is 
in principle the "better method. The 
income tax falls upon the people in 
rough proportion to their ability to 
pay. The sales tax falls upon them 
(assuming, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that the tax is passed on TO 
the consumer) unequally in the 
sense that the less well-to-do pay 
a larger proportion of the tax than 
the more well-to-do. The opposition 
to the sales tax Is based on this 
theory, though there are other ob- 
jections to it in principle, notably 
that at is an invisible tax which en- 
courages extravagance. 


But ^hen these principles are an- 
plied to the actual situation today 
the theoretical difference is much 
less than one might suppose. For in 
order to make the income tax yield 
the money needed, it would be nec- 
essary tc lower the exemptions and 
raise the rates on small incomes 
enormously. A little more revenue 
could perhaps be raited even now 
from an increase of rates in the 
highest brackets; somewhat more 
could be raised by raisins rates on 
incomes between, say, $10,000 and 
$100,000. But not nearly enough, not 
remotely enough. Gieat increases 
T* ould have to .come In the region 
of the small incomes, Incomes which 
have never paid a tax in the United 
States. The British have an income 
tax are trying to protect. The only 
work, but it has taken them years 
of practice to get used to it and to 
learn to administer it. 


Now when you set about taxing 


wages and small salaries heavily, 
the actual difference between the 
sales tax and a supplementary in- 
come tax is washed pretty thin. The 
new Administration would find, if it 
actually undertook to rely chiefly 
upon much the same group of citi- 
zens as the opponents* of the sale; 
tax aretry ing to protect. The only 
real difference would be that the 
urban workers would probably 
.have to bear more of the burden 


than farmers, For their incomes are 
more readily taxed.

It is in these practical considera- 


tions that one can find the reason 
why so many men, wno thoroughly 
dislike the sales tax in principle, 
have come reluctantly to accept it. 
There are, to be sure, some persons 
of influence and power who favor 
the sales tax as a means of breaking 
down the whole income tax system. 
There are certain quite selfish in- 
terests behind the' sales tax. But 
vhen all j allowances have been 
made f or Ibis," the'fact remains that 
nobody has yet ,discovered or dared 
:o propose an income tax so com- 
prehensive and so drastic that it 
will raise the money walch i need- 
ed. And it is for that reason that so 
much opinion has turned in favor 
of the sales tax as an emergency 
measure. 


My own belief is that if we had 


wo or three years' time WP could 
set up an income tax system like 
he British which would be -as- pro- 
ductive as the sales tax is likely to 
3e. It would take that long, J 
magine, to^put such-a tax-system 
ihrough Congress, to accustom the 
people to it, "and to let the Treasury 
.earn how to administer it. But In 
two or three years the Eighteenth 
Amendment will presumably be re- 
pealed, and then it will, we may as- 
sume, be unnecessary to have either 
he sales tax or an income tax on 
the British model

When one considers how long it 


takes to pass any tax bill through 
any Congress, when one considers 
:he inevitable opposition to re- 
trenchments, the opposition to any 
new taxes, and then remembers that 
next spring Mr. Roosevelt has some- 
low to provide iarm relief, settle 
lie war debts, and balance, the 
budget, it does seem highly impru- 
dent for him to tie his own hands 
by opposing the quickest anfl surest 
way" of raising emergency revenue.

Madison—If more people were 


just a little more old-fashioned in 
dress; if they wore rubbers when 
the walks are wet and icy; if they 
wore a muffler when the winds are 
cold; if they wore wool stockings 
and warm clothing on wintry days,, 
there would be less bones fractured 
by falls and fewer suffering from 
colds and pneumonia. 


This statement by the Stats Med- 


ical Society of Wisconsin today was 
an indication that it does not fall in 
line \viih. the Jatfcst fashions. 


'Tut on sufficient clothing to be 


comfortable," declares the Medical 
Society's Bulletin. "Wear rubbers 
or galoshes even though they make 
one walk a trifle awkward. Health 
is more precious than pride. 


"Changing styles of clothing may 


make young people more attractive 
but often they are not conducive 
to better health, especially in win- 
ter months. Light clothing may be 
a distinct advantage in summer, but 
in winter the body must be kept 
warm and comfortable."

1. Play some adult athletic game 


three times a week.

Chicago —Gty— The automobile 


theft business is flourishing and 
neither economic recession nor le- 
l interference can'do much about 


it said Municipal Judge Francis 
Borrelli today. 


I"rom the bench and by personal 


trips into racketeers' haunts he has 
actively concerned himself 
with 


suppression of what he termed one 
of the underworld's major enter- 
prises which nets its participants 
millions of dollars annually. 


When an auto thief appears be- 


fore Judge Borrelli he usually tak- 
es an extended "vacation" from 
business worries. 


Judge Borrelli described an auto- 


mobile theft organization in Chica- 
go as being as efficiently conducted 
as a large business firm. Here's 
the division of labor in the organ- 
ization as outlined by Judge Bor- 
relli: 


At the head are directors who 


study the demand and regulate the 
supply, take orders and see that they 
are filled, then there are robbers 
who want machines to use on their 
jobs, and the men—generally young 
—who do the actual stealing. 


For anywhere from $25 to $50 you 


can have a car stolen and delivered 
to your door, said Judge Borrelli. 


Accessories stripped from cars 


are stored in well-hidden "plants," 
said the judge, before they are 
sold to automobile, supply shops. 


Uncovering of these temporary 
repositories is virtually the only 
way to break the chain of illegal 
transactions, Judge Borrelli de- 
clared, as dealers are within legal 
bounds in accepting the goods. 


The judge recalled that several 
weeks ago a new auto pushed by 
an old one passed his house arous- 
ing suspicions of his son who gave 
chase. The would-be thieves fled, 
leaving their intended quarry. 
That same night another automo- 


bile was stolen 5n the neighbor- 
hood. The owner of the car was 
Judge Borrelli.

Constitutional

Washington—The Federal Reserve 


board has advised the senate bank- 
ing and currency committee thai 
its counsel believes it 
wovu-i be 


constitutional for congress to enacl 
a law bringing 
about a 
unified 


banking system in America. 


On this point most oi xhe dis- 


cussion has heretofore tcmed, for 
it has been assumed that congress 
could not bring about national sup- 
ervision of state banks or interfere 
with the operations of state banks. 


Since the depression began the 


statistics show that 
bank failures 


are most numerous among banks 
that are not members of the federa 
reserve system. The senate bank- 
ing and currency committee has 
been urged by various witnesses in- 
cluding Eugene Meyer, Owen D 
Young and others 
to unify 
the 


American banking system so that 
instead of 49 different systems, there 
would be uniform supervision. 


It is not believed that congress 


would pass a law, especially at this 
time, which would be injurious to 
state banks, but it is considered 
probable that some measure mighi 
be adopted looking toward com- 
pulsory membership in the federa 
reserve system. 


The competition between the na- 


tional banking and 48 state banking 
systems has been 
going on for 


many years. Just as soon as rigid 
supervision is required for nation- 
al banks, some states have been 
known to let down the bars and 
•thus invite membership 
into the 


state systm. Withdrawls from the 
federal reserve system have been 
frequent, due to reasons wholly lo- 
cal and competitive. It is not nec- 
essary for a bank to have a nationa 
bank charter to become a member 
of the Federal Reserve system, bu 
it is required that federal reserve 
members .meet certain standards of 
supervision. 


Today two-thirds of the banks o: 


the United States are not members 
of the Federal Reserve system anc 
while they represent but one-third o: 
the resources, it is nevertheless true 
that in the non-member group most 
of the trouble in recent years has 
developed. 


Indirect Benefits 


Banks that are non-members are 


able indirectly through correspon- 
dent banks to reap the benefits o: 
membership, and it has been sug- 
gested that membership in the !£ed- 
eral Reserve could be compelled by 
prohibiting member banks from al- 
lowing their facilities to be used by 
non-members. The use of the tax- 
ing power on checks passing into 
interstate commerce has also been 
proposed. 


The fact 
that a constitutiona 


method has been found to bring 
about unification 
does not mean 


that congress would accept the rec- 
ommendations. For the 
influence 


of the country banker in congress 
js rather 
dominant. Whether, in 


view of the large number of bank 
failures, congress might be moved 
by a stronger public opinion than 11 


had heretofore remains to be 
after the New Year, when 


agitation for the unified system of 
banking will be revived. 


It is a question whether such a 


provision in the Glass bill would 
get through the 
present session 


anyway, no matter how favorable 
sentiment might be as compared 
with the reception similar proposals 
have had in the past. But the spon- 
sors of the idea of a unified bank- 
ing system are hopeful that if the 
plan is not now adopted it will at 
least be advanced on the legislative 
read so as to assure passage in the 
extra session.

ployed, only. For- once, the law 
steps in and automatically responds 
to the call for help from our badly 
depleted ranks of game fishers. It 
is to be hoped that that ruling 
serves to prevent 
all winter ice 


fishing. 
I refer, of course, to in- 


land waters. I do not wish by any 
means to further increase the suf- 
ferings of the unemployed, but I

ounce of pure grain alcohol, put in 
the ear once or twice daily, for 
chronic running ear) and he derives 
much benefit from - it. Many cor- 
respondents have testifier to cure 
of chronic running ear by tMs rem- 
edy. I don't know about cure, but 
anyway it is harmless to try it out 
for, say, a month. If your druggist 
seems diffident about putting up 
the solution without a prescription 
for the alcohol, that's too bad. 
Nothing I can do about it, except 
to warn you against using anything 
but pure grain alcohol; 


-The correspondent says that lately 


he has been using boric acid solu- 
tion, in the proportion of a table- 
spoonrul of boric acid to the pint 
of water, to syringe Ms throat and 
nose, whatever that may meanr But 
Ms wife thinks it is dangerous to 
use boric acid-in the nose or throat, 
as she has heard: it" is poisonous. But

Whether the use of a nor- spray, 


or gargle, or mputhwash, or irriga- 
tion of laorie _acid "solution is of any: 
value in preventing respiratory in- 
fections I dont know, but if any 
antiseptic medicament is effective 
in that way, I believe boric acid is 
the Best agent we have for the pur- 
pose. Indeed, boric acid is the essen- 
tial if not the only.real antiseptic 
ingredient of many a fancy prepara- 
tion wMch is MgMy extolled for 
tMs purpose." 


The strength of the solution for 


spraying the nasal passages or for 
gargling or mouthwasMng should 
br«a rounded or heaping- teaspoon- 
ful of boric acid to the pint of boil- 
ed water. The same solution, by the 
way, is satisfactory as an eye wash 
for eye drops.: 


Always have the solution luke- 


warm or about .the warmth of the 
body, especially when using it in 
the nose: or in the .eye. -Be. sure the 
water has boiled at. least 5 minutes.

humans alive. Scientists know a lot 
about these carbon atoms hi one 


tering, "is a warning to keep us 
from attempting foolish things like 
declaring a moratorium on inven- 
tion with the idea that we can pre- 
dict what the result of that action 
will be. 


"We have plotted too many curves 


of what we know. We should begin, 
to plot also what we don't know. 


"We have mistaken mathematical 


relationships for quantity for under- 
standing of fundamental principles."

forecast what the millions of men 
in a nation would do by estimating 
according to the comparatively few 
men he actually knew to 80 per cent 
of certainty. 


Kettering's carbon atom curve 


starting with 80 per cent knowledge 
dropped quickly down to almost 
nothing. As extra molecules were 
added to the population, there were 
more and more chances for unex- 
pected happenings and greater and 
greater ignorance of what would 
take place.

There are probably more people 
playing Duplicate bridge through- 
out the country today than played 
either Duplicate or Rubber bridge 
five years ago. 
The reason for 


the great popularity of this type 
of divertisement is easily under- 
stood. It takes the game of Con- 
tract, where skill is already at a 
premium, and places it at an even 
greater premium. 
In short, the 
Duplicate player is practically nev- 
er the victim of bad cards, because 
he knows that no matter how worth 
less a holding he has, there will be 
someone else at every other table 
holding this identical hand at some 
tune or other and that ie will not 
be at any disadvantage. 


Duplicate bridge is not the same 


game as regular Rubber "bridge. 
The rules of course, are the same; 
the scoring is almost identical, but 
the tactics of the players differ 
somewhat. The .part-score, Of course 
is non-existent at Duplicate, as far 
as making a game on the combina- 
tion of two separate hands is con- 
cerned.

being scored on a match-point basis 
—which method is becoming more 
and 
more 
prevalent—avertricks, 


which are of negligible importance 
at money bridge, rise to great pro- 
portions when the Duplicate board 
is being scored. In other words, 
a "top" on a board is a "top" 
whether you beat the next team 
on this particular board by 35 points 
or by 600 points. 
Strangely enough, those tactics 


which will win for the good play- 
er in the long run at Rubber bridge 
will prove equally successful at 
Duplicate. In regular Rubber play 
that player who is conservative 
without being too conservative and 
who is steadier than his opponents 
will probably win in the long run. 
Similarly, in Duplicate play the 
steady, even colorless player who 
does not try to create a big swing 
on every board, but who merely is 
content to play for averages, will 
get the fop scores—that is, assum- 
ing he is a sound bidder and good 
card player. In other words, by 
playing for average he will very 
rarely fall below average and will 
get a good score every time one 
of the opponents slips the least bit. 
That super-brilliant player who is 
continually looking for swings and 
in playing for top or bottom on 
each board will probably divide up 
his tops and bottoms and get about 
hfilf of each, which, of course, at 
the end of the evening's play, will 
only give him an average score. 


In Rubber play tne good player 


will make an effort to play any 
reasonably close hand at game, 
realizing the percentage of taking 
a small loss if his. contract is de- 
feated, against a big gain if he ful- 
fills the contract and wins the rub- 
ber premium. In Duplicate play— 
particularly match-point play—tac- 
tics of this sort will not pay as well. 
In other words, if you bid three 
close hands to game and make one 
Of them, you are more than re- 
warded while playing money bridge 
in • a match point Duplicate game, 
however, you will have two bad 
scores and only one good score and 
the percentage naturally is not 
there. 


Sound approach bidding, followed 


by careful and accurate dummy 
play and defense, will even more 
highly repay the user at Duplicate 
bridge than at money bridge

Of course there ought to be no embarrassing questions. Not fhat the 


question out not to come, but that the embarrassment ought not to ap- 
pear. What questions is there that a child can ask that ought to em- 
barrass us? None. .But the fact remains that there are plenty and we 
have to be prepared to meet them gracefully. 


The embarrassing question usually comes when there is company. 


That is what makes it embarrassing. If nobody was about to hear what 
the child said, and what you said in reply, you would not feel at all shy. 
It is the audience that counts. Just the same that audience is going to 
count and there is no way out save to train the child not to ask his 
questions at the dinner table, or in the presence of visitors. Ask him to 
save them up until you can give him your'full attention. Tell him that it 
is not polite to talk about things that interest him only. And know that 
he will ask just the same. 
When he pops his question into the 'quiet of the room school yourself 


and answer calmly. "Quite so, Bobbie. No doubt your friend is right. I'll 
have to think about it and talk it over with you by and by. Just now 
would you mind going out to tell Minnie that I would like her to give 
you a glass of water for me." 


If you have trained him, right the 


tone of your voice will persuade 
him to go after that glass of water, 
and to discontinue his pursuit of 
knowledge, or his airing of it, for 
the present. 


Don't leel called upon to apolo- 


gize to the guests. They are all 
old enough to know what to expect 
of children. Perhaps some of them 
are wise enough to know that chil- 
dren are not sophisticated people 
and that ordinary facts of life are 
dramatically interesting to them. 
If they are not, they ought to be. 
Let them learn now and go right 
on with the party. 


Don't forget your promise to talk 


the matter over. The child who 
asks the embarrassing question in 
public has indicated that his mind 
is so full of the importance of it 
that he feels it is big enough to 
make him as big as the grownups, 
if he can just make it clear to them 
that he is in the know too. 


Don't punish a child for asking an 


embarrassing 
question 
before 


guests. It is usually your fault that 
he does so. If you had taught him 
all he needed to know, if you had 
trained him in social behavior ac- 
cording to his understanding, he 
would not have made the mistake. 
Now you have to make the best 
of it. Begin teaching him the day 
after. And keep on teaching him 
so that it will not be necessary for 
him to force his necessity upon you 
before guests. 


And one thing more. If gossip 


about relatives and the neighbors is 
not passed along in the presence of 
children they wiH not embarrass 
you by repeating it, or introducing 
a little of their own, at inopportune 
moments. You can head off most of 
the embarrassing moments you are 
threatened with by teaching the 
children how and what and when 
beforetime. It ought to be impos- 
sible for a child to embarrass us. 
When he does we know we are at 
fault, not he.

He is not the first man from 
that section to be nominated by 
the Democrats for,second place, but 
he is the first whose nomination 
has done frim any good. And the 
fact cannot be ignored that he 
might become the south's first pres- 
ident in three score or more years. 


You might even begin the list 


with Roosevelt himself. For years 
he has been living a. large part of 
the time in Georgia, which he has 
described as his "second home." 
He can hardly be regarded as a 
100 per cent "Yankee." He won 
his nomination through support of 
an overwhelming number of the 
politicians of the South and West.

The next speaker is likely to be

London — Lost, strayed or stolen 


—one perfectly good "World Econ- 
omic Conference to be held under 
auspices of the League of Nations, 
cnce expected to be the most im- 
portant means of lifting the world 
out of the depths of depression. 


Perhaps 
"perfectly 
good" no 


longer applies. The conference is 
not only badly tent; it may be 
broken. 
The mess following de- 


fault by France and others means 
that it can not meet at all until 
Europe knows how the Roosevelt 
administration stands. 


After the Lausanne conference 


last summer when the allies agreed 
ta let Germany off a great percent- 
age of its war repartions, it was 
decided to hold a world conference 
to see whether statesmen could not 
heal the world of its economic ills. 


The depression, fever was there, 


the thermometer showed surpris- 
ing curves of temperature, the pulse 
was very weak. So they would call 
in the doctors. 


Accordingly on Aug. 30 last, Pre- 
mier MacDonald. of England, as 
president of the Lausanne confer- 
ence, wrote to the League of Na- 
tions, asking that preparatory com- 
missions of experts be named, and 
that a date for the world economic 
conference be set. Optimistic Mr. 
MacDonald told Parliament he saw 
no reason why the 
conference 


should not meet early in December 
in London, get over the -necessary 
preliminaries and get really busy 
before Christmas. 


No Common Platform 


And right after that came the 


disillusioning news that the prepar- 
atory commissions could not even 
agree upon the agenda for t'he meet- 
ing. In fact, they fought all over the 
map, just as if they were the con- 
ference itself. The monetary sub- 
committee adjourned until January 
after a long argument about the 
merits of the gold standajd and the 
American members sailed for home. 


The plain fact is that there was 


no common" platform. The United 
States barred all discussion of in- 
ter-allied 
debts. 
The American 


government—with Congress watch- 
ing it—could not agree to let a lot 
of foreigners vote upon 
what 


American policy ought to be. That 
vvas strictly a matter for the presi- 
dent and Congress to settle with the 
various debtor countries. 


But even barring the debts, there 


were plenty of things to bother a 
conference—the monetary stand- 
ard, trade policies, 
international 


public work? programs, pooled 
funds to aid the currencies of crip- 
pled ^central Europe, agreement up- 
on an index figure for a world 
level, restrictions of foreign ex- 
change. 


Where They Divide 


To take just a few of these 


things: 


1—The monetary standard is al- 


ready the subject of bitter and 
acrimonious debate. Not only the 
United States, but Holland and 
France are wedded to gold and can 
see no other way to procure a 
stable currency. On the other hand, 
there are many European countries 
which have followed England's ex- 
ample in getting off the gold stand- 
ard. Some of them think a paper 
currency can be managed by mak- 
ing "strict limitations of issues, ad- 
ding to this international 
agree- 


ments for fixed stabilized exchange 
values between nations. The mo- 
ment money is talked about, the 
silver question bobs up. 


2—The matter of tariffs has been 


hopelessly gummed up by the Brit- 
ish Empire conference at Ottawa. 
Under that, the beginning was 
made for the building of a tariff 
wall around the empire. In other 
words, the British empire is trying 
to do for itself what the United 
States has done for years under the 
ever-increasing 
tariffs—shut out 


foreign competition and trade as 
much as possible with itself. As 
the Ottawa conference sought to 
make commitments lasting at least 
five years, this has made any dis- 
cussion of lower tariffs, rather aca- 
demic. 


3—The proposal to raise world 


prices by international agreement 
failed before ii; started because cer- 
tain European nations insisted that 
the main condition of their help 
would be the restoration of the g«>]d 
standard.

McCoy, only 36 years old, a short, 


liusky but discouraged little man, 
was in the Navy when he was dis- 
charged a first class machinists' 
mate after nearly three years 'of 
war service. He served on the de- 
stroyer Luce in European and Asi- 
atic waters. He lost an eye and had 
two ear drums broken when a shell 
exploded as it was being unloaded 
from a captured vessel at Heligo- 
land. 


After the war he worked as a 


machinist or locomotive machinist 
inspector for the Philadelphia & 
Reading Railroad at Camden, the 
Pennsylvania at Jersey City, the 
New Haven at Hartford and the B. 
& O. at Keyser, W. Va. He was out 
for eleven months in the shopmen's 
strike of 1922. But noise always 
made his ears ache and finally, he 
says, he had to quit in 1925. He has 
subsisted on odd jobs and $12 a 
month, from the Veterans' Bureau, 
unable to work steadily. 


McCoy is the 
father of seven 


children, six of whom are being 
supported by public charity 
at 


Hartford. 
The oldest, 11-year-old 


Bernard McCoy, Jr., came here with 
his father to join the bonus army 
and the two lived in a hut at the 
Pennsylvania avenue block. 


He received a suspended sentence 


of from one to two years for as- 
sault with a dangerous weapon. The 
policemen alleged to have been his 
victim—hit by a brick—has been in 
a hospital with a "fractured skulL 
McCoy himself is scarred by the en- 
counter. 


"Four fellows started across the 


alley carrying the American flag," 
he says.

in action. He was alleged to be the 
man who attacked Gen. Pelhara D. 
Glassford, chief of police, tearing 
off his badge.

He was gass- 
ed during the 18 months he served 
overseas with the 308th Labor Bat- 
talion. He comes from Kentucky 
and lately has lived in Philadelphia, 
He is a. laborer by occupation.

He was born in Paks, Hungary, 


in 1879. His father was a Jewish 
trader in grain. In 1897 he turned 
up in London, stall Trebitsch, but 
having been converted to the Pres- 
byterian faith. In 1901 he left for 
Canada, charged with the mission 
of converting the Jews. But 
he 


soon changed religions again, this 
time' becoming a member of the 
Church of England ani being given" 
charge of a small church at-Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia. 


Elected an M. P. 


Then he reappeared in England. 


By this time he had a" hyphenated 
name and was known as Trebitsch- 
Lincoln. He acter for a time as 
curate of a church. Next this sam- 
pler of all the faiths became a 
Quaker, got interested in polities, 
was nominated as a Liberal candi- 
date for the House of Commons 
from -the Darlington district and 
was elected. 


When the World War broke out,!* 


he was for the time censor of Hun- 
garian letters in the postoffice and 
was then sent on a mission to Rot- 
terdam. Upon his return he pre- 
tended to have wormed great se- 
crets out of the Germans and made 
himself a nuisance at the Admimal- 
ty. The officials there -suspected 
him of treachery and in 1916 he 
left suddenly1 for the-United States. 


Shortly afterward he was ar- 


rested in New York on a charge of 
forgery, preferred by the -British -t 
authorities. 
Before 
that,

needy, he had written some .news- 
paper articles in which he told how 
< 


he i had double-crossed England in . 
favor of Germany, repelled, as he 
said, by British cruelty to aliens 
in England. He. loudly protested 
against his arrest, saying it -was a 
frame-up' by the British to get him 
back to London sa they could deal 
with him as a spy. 


In February,- 1916, "he escaped 


from jail, but was arrested by de- 
tectives shortly _ afterward while . 
strolling on Broadway. He had_ 
shaved off his mustache and thought 
he was completely disguised. 
In 


May, 
1916, the United States 
SupM 


preme Court decided lie must be,, 
extradited and he was sent back to 
England for trial. 


Tried In England 


Speaking to the jury during his 
trial, he said: 


"I've had many strange adven- 


tures in my short life, but none has 
come up to this. Oho, it is most, 
most entertaining! Get the picture— 
this great and'mighty British lion is 
afraid and shaking before me—I. T. 
T. Lincoln." 


The judge was not a bit afraid. 


He sent him to penal servitude,for 
three years and in 1819, when the •• 
sentence -was completed, he was de- 
ported to Hungary. He turned up m 
September, 1919, on a visit to Amer- 
ongen where the ex-Kaiser was 
staying. He was suppoMd-to be on a ; 
mission for the German monarchists 
but it was carefully given out that 
he had seen only the ex-Kaiser's , 
staff-officers. -
